If, for example, the Congress should now confiscate all taxable 
income over $100,000 by imposing a 100 [ter cent tax on income 
over that amount, the additional revenue would be only about $34 
million — or just enough at the current rate of federal spending to 
operate the government for 4 hours. 

Confiscating all taxable income over $26,000 would yield only 
an additional $610 million — or just enough to run the government 
for 3 days. 

Confiscating all taxable income over $10,000 would yield only 
'an additional $3 billion — or just enough to run the government 
for 16 days. 

Confiscating all taxable income over $8,000 would yield only 
an additional $4.2 billion — or just enough to run the government 
for 22 days.

The Wire Coating Department at 
Brown Street will celebrate its 10th 
birthday during the last week of 
August. The first spool of wire re¬ 
corded on the Number 1 machine was 
coated August 31, 1942. 

During the first week of September, 
1942, the first female machine oper¬ 
ator was hired, the former Olga 
Sommer, now Mrs. John Kennedy. 
Since the wire coating was an experi¬ 
ment, everyone was curious to see if 
women could learn the operation. 
Visitors asked our Foreman, “Do you 
think your operators can learn how to 
run these machines?” We struggled 
together and by the following spring, 
we had 30 machines operating. The 
girls were doing their part. The Navy 
needed the wire and we were rolling it 
out! 

In those early days, we worked our 
first Thanksgiving and Sundays. Mr. 
R. C. Sprague visited our department 
the day before Christmas, 1942 to wish 
us a Merry Christmas. 

We kept on working hard for we were 
there for one purpose and respected 
the cause. Our boys were fighting in 
the war and it was up to us to help.

Important Changes Made in 
Social Security Law 

Important changes made in Federal 
Old-Age and Survivors Insurance by 
the 1952 Amendments to the Social 
Security Act will go into effect as 
shown below. 

Payments will be increased beginning 
with the September checks which will 
be in the mail October 3, the regular 
delivery date, but if in a few cases the 
increase doesn’t meet the mailing 
schedule, the regular check will be sent 
and the difference made up in a later 
check. 

Under terms of the law, most 
families will get an increase of about 
$5.00; some will get less, some will get 
more. 

Beginning September 1, the new law 
increases to $75.00 a month from $60.00 
a month the amount of money a 
beneficiary may earn and still receive 
the monthly benefits. A self-employed 
person entitled to Old-Age and Sur¬ 
vivors Insurance benefits may receive 
the payments for each month of the 
year if his net earnings during the 
entire year are not over $900.00. 

News About Your Social Security 

Three out of every four jobs now 
are covered by Old-Age and Survivors 
Insurance. 

Sixty-two million people now are 
insured under the program. 

Three out of four mothers and 
children in the United States have been 
brought under Old-Age and Survivors 
Insurance. 

Two out of every five people age 65 
or over who are not working receive 
old-age benefits.

The years soon passed and now it is 
1952, our 10th birthday year, and we 
are tinder the capable direction of 
j Bill Pierce, our Foreman. 

After being in the Wire Coating 
Department for almost 10 years my¬ 
self, I still enjoy my work and keep on 
learning about my job.
